Plane Strikes a Phone 

Wire Near Batavia. 

Bryan McMullen of Dallas, Tex., a 
pilot who joined the air mail service 
a month ago, was burned to death yes- 
terday morning near Batavia, II, 
when, in attempting to make a landing 
in a dense fog, his plane struck a tele- 
phone wire, turned over, and burst 
into flames as it plunged to the ground. 

McMullen left the Checkerboard fleld 
at 6:52 a. m. carrying a load of mail 
for Omaha. At 6:20 Mrs. George White, 
wife of a farmer at Bald Mound, near 
Batavia, saw the plane Gueqeneing and 
called her husband. 

They were watching the plane glide 
towards the ground when it struck the 
wire, flopped over like a giant bird 
that had been shot, and landed in the 
field upside down. his 


Barsts Into Flames. 

Aimost immediately it burst into 
flames, and White and his wife rushed 
to the rescue of the aviator. The 
flames were so intense, however, they 
could not get near enough to aid him 
and his body, strapped to the seat, was 
almost entirely burned up. The larg- 
er part of the mail cargo also was de 
stroyed. 
McMullen had been flying quite ‘low 
for some miles prior to the accident, 
showing he either had lost his way in 
the fog or was having some trouble 
with his machine.

ON BODIES OF 
LOST SHIP CRE Wi 


Rescued Steward Tells| 
Tale of H orror. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 16 Special. 


M. A. Davis, steward of the schooner 
Speedwell, which Sank in a hurricane 
in the gulf of Mexico on Sept. 29. Of 
the ship’s company of twenty-five, only 
two besides Davis survive. They were 
rescued by the tanker Sun Oil "which 
brought them to this port today. . 

| Davis’ narrative, beginning with the 
abandoning of the schooner in the 
midst of the storm, follows: 

“ He was one of the bravest men [the 
wireless operator} I ever saw. The 
‘captain begged him to leave the ship 
and go with him in the lifeboat. He 
refused. Two sailors then grappled 
with him trying to save him, but it was 
of no avail. He stuck to his post. The 
captain cried as he saw the wireless 
man sink with the ship. 


Three Women in Boat. 


“We rowed over to the other life- 
boat which contained the three women 
and the two sailors and we exchanged 
places. The captain, First Mate Rueng, 
Chief Engineer Brown, and we three 
men, besides the two sailors and the 
three women, were in the boat. . 

On Sept. 30 the hurrican had not 
decreased. At 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing the boat upset. It was righted, 


impossible to float it. We hung on for 
five hours. Our legs were frozen ‘stiff, 
the salt water eating into them and 
blistering and cutting them. 
_“ After hanging on for three hours, 
Capt. Johnson, being exhausted, 
drowned before our eyes, we being pow- 
erless to save him. Shortly afterwards 
the mate also drowned. 
“The boat was righted again, with 
the help of God, and we drifted until 
the next day. Emily Mivit. wife of one 
of the sailors, went violently ingane. 
Finally a wave swept her overboard. 
and before any one could rescue her 
she was devoured by one of the°tiger 
sharks who followed us in a large 
school, eating the dead ag soon as

fever accompanied by great muscle pain 
and tenderness regarded as rheumatism. 

“But the great bulk of the cases of 
trichinosis are milder and do not en- 
danger life and these get through with 
some such diagnosis as rheumatism, 
muscle pains, lumbago, lame back.

ORN belt farmers, who market a 

portion of their principal crops 

“on the hoof,” have greatly in- 

creased the production of hogs 
during the last few yee:s by housing 
the breeding sow. in weather-tight, 
well ventilated houses. The manufac- 
turer learned many years ago that his 
machinery would rust and soon go to 
gin if it was not protected from the 
weather, and so it is today with the 
farmer who learned that his “meat 
factory ” must be housed if efficiency 
is to be maintained and reasonable div-~ 
idends aré to be declared at the end of - 
the year’s business. : 

The large dividends are being paid 
to the farmer whe builds modern hog 
houses. Provided with a healthful home 
sows produce two lHtters pf pigs a year 
the dividends—and a large

Thrive in Clean 

Years ago, before so many farmers — 
specialized in corn and hogs, almost 
any sort-of shack covered with straw 
and corn stalks was considered good 
enough for hogs. Hogs were consid- 
ered to be.dirty by choice, and little 
aétention was paid either to the house 
or feeding yard. Investigations by ani 
mal husbandry experts, hoWever, have 
proved that the contrary is’true—that 


| hogs are naturally clean animals, and 


that they thrive better when they are 
kept in clean places. This fact has 
decreased the hazards of hog raising 


to a great degree. 


If allowed to follow her instincts, a

a year, one in late winter or early 
spring, and the other in early fall. Be- 
fore good houses were provided for the

Hollow Tile Advised. | 

A great many farm building arehi- 
tects recommend hollow tile for build- 
ings where live stock is housed. The 
air space in the tile acts as insulators 
against both heat and cold, making the 
house warm in winter and cooler in 
summer. Ventilation is provided by a 
system of foul air shafts leading to 
suction roof ventilators. 

Warmth, fresh air without’ drafts, 
and dry beds are the three prerequi- 
sites that make conditions ideal in a 
hoghouse. It costs more to fatten ani- 
mals that are not properly housed ‘in 
the winter, for a part of the-corn and 
other starchy feeds are used as fuel to 
keep the body warm. The sows them- 

selves ovide a great deal of hea 
from their bodies, but unless there 
ventilation the moisture they throw 
off makes the air of the house damp 
cold.

It should be the duty of every owner 
to look over the electrical system at 
least once each month, with the excep- 
tion of ‘the battery, which ought to be 
looked after weekly. The cells should 
be filled with distilled water, the con- 
nections cleaned, and solution 
tested with a hydrometer. If for any 
reason during the operation of the car 
the ammeter fails to register, go im- 
mediately to a service station, unless 
you know the system thoroughly.

the stars. It consists of. only 
one globe, instead of two or 
more. To be sure, both the 
giant plangts, Jupiter and Saturn, are 
a kind of tabloid suns. but are not to 
be classed with the binary stars of 
other systems. About one star in three 
in the whole sky is double. Instead of 
one ball of fire, there are two, spinning 
about each other. Three suns in one 
system are not uncommon, and cases 
of four and even five are by no means 
rare, 
What causes double stars? Why 
should some stars split in pieces, each 


to be a separate sphere, while others 
remain in a single globe? The answer . 
lies in the construction of suns out of 
their primeval star a 


All stars grow out of nebula. They 
take their shape out of the tenuous 
clouds of dust and gas that are strewn 
here and there through space, gather. 
ing matter in from every side until the 
region all about is thoroughly drained, 
and they themselves are huge and hot. 
But it would be impossible for all the 
matter gathered in to come in equal 
quantities from all sides and each piece 
to strike with the exact velocity of 
every other piece. Nor is it likely that 
any cloud of fragments strewn at ran- 
dom would all be made of the same 
identical substances, but rather, some 
masses would be mostly iron, others 
mostly granite, and so on.

Some double stars graze each other 
as they spin; others are billions of 
miles apart.

Would you like to see a double star? 
Tonight you will find the Great Dipper 
slowly inclining toward the northern 
horizon. Look at the star in the crook 
of the handle. Its name is Mizar. 
Near by it is a second star, called 
Alcor, which means “the test.” It 
used to require sharp eyesight to see 
Alcor, but it has since brightened con- 
siderably. Mizar and Alcor form a 
double star. Not only is this true, but 
Mizar itself is a double, as you can see 
in a strong opera glass, and in recent 
years astronomers have shown that 
the brightest of the Mizar pair is again 
a double star in its turn. —
